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Introductory. 



THE Deliver Homeopathic College and Hospital Association, 
in presenting its Seventh Annual Announcement to the pro- 
fession, and to those contemplating the study of medicine, takes 
pride in its history. 

Six years ago the Homeopathic profession of Denver decided 
that the interests of our school demanded the organization of a 
college in this great and growing Rocky Mountain region. Students 
all over this section were required to go a great distance to secure 
the opportunities of an education that could be provided for much 
nearer home. The history of our college demonstrates the wisdom 
of this decision. 

The College first opened its doors to students in October, 
1894, with twenty-six matriculants. Each succeeding year has 
shown a gratifying advance over the preceding, both in the number 
of students and in the facilities for teaching them. 

Two years ago the Association arranged for the erection of 
a more commodious building, better adapted for the uses of a hos- 
pital and the demands of the educational department. 

The new building was erected on grounds previously purchased 
for the purpose, on the corner of Park Avenue and Humboldt Street, 
in the heart of the most beautiful residence portion of the city. 
It is high and dry and gives an unobstructed view of the Rockies. 

The building is a three-story brick structure with brown stone 
trimmings. The woodwork is the best grade of Georgia yellow 
pine finished in oil. As a whole, it is a model in every department ; 
modern in its appointments, beautiful in all its parts, and well 
adapted, — ^the Hospital for the care of patients, the College for the 
instruction of students. 
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We are especially proud of the operating room with its cream 
tiled floor, its enameled cement walls, its basins of the very latest 
and improved patterns, in which the hot, cold and waste waters 
are controlled by the foot of the operator; its preparatory room 
where everything is put in readiness for the most particular of 
modern operators. We invite comparison with any operating room 
in the West. 

From its inception the growth of the College has been steady 
and material. 

The policy of the College is to receive no student who has 
not been fitted by previous study to do good work. To this end 
a diploma from a good high school, or its equivalent, is required 
for entrance. The course of instruction extends over a period of 
four ynrs. 

The three features which we aim to make distinctive in the 
College are: 

First — Teaching by assigned lessons, recitations and lectures. 

Second — Monthly examinations. 

Third — Clinical instruction. 

By assigned lessons we do away with the laborious note taking, 
thus permitting the student to make the best possible use of his time 
during recitations, while at the same time the professor is allowed 
full scope for originality and individuality in teaching. 

The method of assigned lessons has proven most efficient in the 
best literary colleges, and is being more and more fully adopted 
by teachers of medicine who have tried both methods. 

By monthly examinations we encourage more uniform study 
throughout the college term, and are enabled to keep close track 
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of the work done by the individual students. Any student having 
a monthly average of 80 per cent, or over on any subject is excused 
from final examination on the same at the end of the term. This 
plan has proven satisfactory alike to student and professor. It 
encourages steady application and obviates the necessity of exces- 
sive study at the end of the term.

The clinical facilities of the College are abundant, and each day 
the students are taught the best methods of examination, diagnosis, 
and treatment of diseases in the following institutions; in the 
Denver Homeopathic Hospital, charity patients are used for 
bedside teaching: 

The Arapahoe County Hospital, Uzzell Tabernacle Dispensary, 
the Free Dispensary in the College building, the Belle Lennox 
Nursery, The Haven, The Mothers' and Children's Home.

Matriculation. 



Students will be required to give the 
Faculty satisfactory evidence of their fitness 
for the study of medicine, as follows : 
15 
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First — By the possession of a diploma from a literary college, 
university, an academy, normal school or high school; or 

Second — A first grade teacher's certificate, or other satisfactory 
documentary evidence of scholarship; or 

Third — ^A previous matriculation at some reputable literary, 
medical, dental, pharmaceutical, or veterinary college ; or 

Fourth — Persons who do not possess such credentials will be 
referred to the Denver Normal and Preparatory School^ Fred- 
erick Dick, Principal, for examination. A fair knowledge of Or- 
thography, English, Composition, Arithmetic, Geography, Chem- 
istry, Modern History and Latin is compulsory. 

Students who wish to pursue a special course of study in medi- 
cine, other than for the purpose of receiving a degree, are exempt 
from the foregoing requirements. 

A person who has attended one, two or three annual terms in 
other accredited medical colleges must present a satisfactory cer- 
tificate of qualification. 

Graduates of old school medical colleges requiring four years of 
study, may be admitted to the senior class in a Homeopathic college, 
provided they pass an examination in junior year materia medica, 
therapeutics and the philosophy of homeopathy. — American In- 
sttiuie, igoo. 

Graduates of dental, pharmaceutical and veterinary colleges, 
will be received subject to credentials and examinations. 

No student will be admitted later than October, 15, 1900, with- 
out a special examination upon all the work compassed by the col- 
lege up to that date. 



Examinations* Each professor will hold an 

examination at the close of each 
month, which will cover the entire ground compassed in his de- 
partment during that period. If, in a given case, the general aver- 
age of these examinations during the college year shall have reached 
eighty per cent, or upwards, the result will be considered decisive; 
if below this point, a final examination must be held at the close 
of the session. 
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Any student whose average falls below fifty per cent, will not 
be permitted to take a final examination. 

A student who is rejected must go through the entire senior 
course again and be re-examined in all the studies of this course. 
,.For this term a fee of $25.00 will be charged. 

A comprehensive record of each student will be kept by the 
Registrar. His relative standing will be determined from his oral 
reviews, laboratory work, written exercises, industry, perseverance, 
aptitude, attendance and examinations. 

The Faculty will follow in detail the course as outlined 
in this Announcement, reserving the right to make such changes 
in the curriculum as modern medical progress may demand, or the 
Faculty may deem advisable. 



Requirements for The candidate for the degree of Doctor 

Qraduation. of Medicine must have complied with the 

following conditions: 

He must have attained the age of twenty-one years. 

He must be of good moral character. 

He must have pursued the study of medicine for at least four 
years, exclusive of preparatory work. 

He must have attended four full courses of lectures of not 
less than six months each, the last of which must have been in 
this College. 

He must have pursued the study of practical anatomy during 
two college years, under the direction of a demonstrator, and dur- 
ing this time he must have dissected at least the lateral half of 
the body. 

He must have received clinical instruction throughout three 
college years. 

He must maintain an individual average on all examinations 
of not less than eighty per cent., and must not average less than 
seventy-five per cent, in any one branch. 

He must have made satisfactory arrangement for the payment 
of all the College fees and dues. 
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Conduct of Students. The Faculty reserves the right 

. to determine whether any student 
shall pass from one grade to the next; whether he shall be entitled 
to a degree ; or whether he shall terminate his connection with the 
College on what the Faculty may deem mental or moral unfitness 
for the profession, disorderly conduct, or failure to comply with 
the rules of the College.

Anatomy. The course of instruction in this depart- 

ment will be full and complete. A grade'd course 
will be followed, and the student thoroughly drilled in all that 
is required for the intelligent practice of medicine and sur- 
gery. 

Prof. Walter Joel King will have charge 
of the first year's work. He will lecture three 
times each week and cover the subjects of 
Osteology, Articulations and Muscles. He will 
also fill the position of Demonstrator, and in- 
struct the class in the details of dissecting. 

Prof. John H. Morrow will teach Anatomy 
to the students of the second year and instruct 
them in the finer details of the Nervous System, 
Visceral and Surgical Anatomy. 

Dr. Otto S. Vinland will lecture twice each 
week to the members of the Sophomore class. 

He will have at his command hearts, models and 
the cadaver to be used in instructing the class 

in the details of his work, in surgical diagnosis and in the wider 

field of surgical operations. 

Dermatology. Prof. Joseph B. Kinley^ M. D. The 

differentiation and treatment of skin 
diseases is one of the complex problems to the general 
practitioner. A full and complete course of instruction will be 
given on this subject, covering all the details of history, diagnosis 
and treatment. Dr. Kinley is an interesting teacher and will make 
each hour's instruction of great value to the student. 
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Diseases of Children. Prof Edward H. King. This 

subject will be treated with the 
care and detail that its importance demands. Two didactic lectures 
will be given each week, and a large number of clinics. The care 
of the infant from its birth will be fully detailed. Special atten- 
tion will be given to the latest discoveries relating to the dietetic 
and hygienic management of infants. 

The various diseases of infancy and childhood will be care- 
fully described, and the practical points in the diagnosis and treat- 
ment fully presented and made plain to the student. 

Theory and Practice. The instruction in this depart- 

ment will be both didactic and 
clinical, and will include not only the homeopathic and preventive 
treatment but also the latest accessory measures used by the best 
physicians. 

Prof. W. A. Burr will lecture on the diseases of the liver, the 
different forms of rheumatism and gout, and the diseases of the 
blood. In the presentation of these most practical subjects, all 
needed models and other helps will be used. In considering the 
diseases of the blood, the results of the latest researches in chemistry 
and microscopy, in so far as they have a practical bearing upon the 
subjects will be carefully considered. 

Dr. E. J. Clark will lecture twice each week. The first half 
of the year will be devoted to diseases of the digestive system, and 
the remainder to the consideration of acute infections. Dr. Clark 
will give a general and complete outline of each disease. Special 
stress will be placed on such portions as will best prepare the student 
to recognize the disease and decide its treatment, both sanitary, 
dietetic and curative. 



Medical Diagnosis and Prof. Geo. E. Brown will pre- 

Diseases of the Chest. sent the broad general principles 

of medical diagnosis, a knowledge 
of which is essential to a true understanding of special symptoms 
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and diseases of particular organs. In the Junior year the student is 
systematically drilled in the practiceof mensuration, inspection, pal- 
pation, percussion and ausculation, and is thus prepared for the 
advanced study of pulmonary and cardiac diseases in the final year. 

Materia Medica. This College gives special attention to the 

teaching of this important branch of medical 
science. The physician must know his Materia Medica if he hopes 
to succeed in his professional career. The instructors of this 
branch have been chosen with special reference to their qualifica- 
tions for their work. 

Prof. J. P. Willard will give attention to the physiological 
effects of drugs, studying their pathogenetic effects and therapeutic 
relations to diseases. He will teach comparative materia medica 
as adapted to senior students, and in connection with the clinics 
held in the College, gives the best methods of studying cases and 
prescribing for patients. 

Prof. Grant S. Peck. It is with pleasure we introduce Dr. 
Peck to this chair in our Faculty. The Doctor is an experienced 
teacher. His instruction will be given with accuracy and in an 
interesting style. While the chief indications for the drug will be 
considered, the general symptomatology and pathogenetic rela- 
tions will be carefully presented, and the student trained in the 
application of the remedies to diseased conditions. 

Dr. Horace T. Dodge will superintend the work of the second 
year. He will teach pharmacology, giving practical instruction in 
the selection of drugs and chemicals, and for making tinctures, dilu- 
tions, triturations, tablets, etc., thus giving the student a correct 
knowledge and enabling him to prepare his own remedies intelligently. 
He will also give interesting items of the history, and a general 
outline of the physiological action of drugs; thus preparing the 
student for the more elaborate details which follow in succeeding 
years. 

Physiology. Prof. A. C. Stewart, under whose instruction 

the classes of last year attained such a high stand- 
ard, will give special attention to the study of the brain, spinal 
chord and general nervous system. 
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Whenever possible the work of this chair will be illustrated 
by drawings and actual specimens, and the student will be led by- 
successive steps throughout the entire range of physiological re- 
search, and a firm foundation laid for a perfect understanding of 
future college work. 

Physiology is the gateway to medical attainment, and special 
pains will be taken to equip the student to meet the requirements 
of modern medical progress. 




Freshman Year. Chemistry of body, Respiration, Digestion, 
Lymph and blood circulation, including the glandular system. 

Sophomore Year. Study of the brain and spinal chord and 
general nervous system. 



Chemistry, Urinalysis 
and Toxicology. 



Prof. Chauncey E. Tennant. A 
thorough and comprehensive consideration 
of this subject will be maintained with 
special reference to medical chemistry. Organic chemistry and allied 
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specialties, peculiar to the practice of medicine, will be taken up in 
the sophomore year, including such subjects as Analysis of Water, 
Physiological and Clinical Chemistry, Proteid Compounds, Urin- 
alysis, and Poisons. 



Dr. Peter will have charge of the Freshman class in the de- 
partment of Inorganic Chemistry. Two hours each week will be 
devoted to lectures and four hours to laboratory work. 

The chemical laboratory work will be in charge of a competent 
chemist who will devote his entire time in making demonstration 
of the various chemical reactions and aiding the student in his work. 



Abundant material is at the disposal of the laboratory depart- 
ment for demonstration of the various pathological lesions. Students 
will be required to prepare and mount sections of these pathological 
tissues which will then be the property of the student. Recent 
additions have been made to the pathological laboratory and several 
new microscopes added, thereby affording this department greater 
facilities for up-to-date work. 



Nervous and Prof. Charles W. Enos, M. D. The 

Mental Diseases. diseases of the nervous system threaten to be 

the diseases of the future, due largely to 
modern business methods and social life; especially is this true in 
the large cities. In no department of medical science has greater 
advancement been made in recent years than in that relating to 
diseases of the nervous system. The basis of the work in the 
lectures delivered in this course will include the main facts gathered 
and condensed from every available source. It will be the aim of 
the lecturer to simplify the various subjects so that the student 
may easily comprehend them, and be able to accurately diagnose 
the various mental and nervous diseases. 
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Ophthalmolog:y. Prof. S. S. Kehr will lecture to the 

Senior class, and in connection with the 
eye clinic will present this subject in a complete and scientific 
manner. Special attention will be given to differential 
diagnosis, and the treatment of those diseases of the eye, most com- 
monly met in the work of the general practitioner. The students 
will be taught the use of the various eye instruments, and made 
familiar with the art of Ophthalmoscopy. 

Otology, Rhinology Prof. David A. Strickler. Believing 

and Laryngology. that to know what to look for, and how best 

to see it, is the best possible foundation for 
the future successful treatment of any organ, it will be the aim of 
this chair to give a thoroughly practical course, dealing especially 
with methods and means of differential diagnosis, so that, in any 
given case, the general physician may determine what is the con- 
dition present. 
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Surgery. This branch of our College work is divided into 

principles of Surgery, Operative Surgery and Clinical 
Surgery. By didactic lectures the student is given a thorough 
course in the principles governing surgical practice, and the relation 
of bacteriology to this subject. Operative work, including the late 
methods, is taught by illustrated lectures and a complete course 
upon the cadaver. In clinical work the students are divided into 
classes, and instructed in the methods of asepsis and antisepsis. 
Surgical diagnosis will be fully taught in the clinics, and all opera- 
tive work will be fully explained by the professor during the pro- 
gress of the work. 

Prof. John Walter Harris will devote his attention during 
the junior year to principles of surgery and tumors; during the 
senior year to operative surgery, including Amputations, Ortho- 
pedics, Surgery of the brain and modern operative procedures on 
the chest and abdominal viscera. 

Prof. John H. Morrow will give a complete course in Fractures 
and Luxations, Ligations and Surgical Anatomy, demonstrating 
his work upon the cadaver. 

Dr. James B. Brown will give instruction in Minor Surgery 
and bandaging, asepsis, antisepsis, preparation of surgical dres- 
sings, care of instruments, and anesthetics. 



Qenito-Urinary Diseases. Prof. Harley K. Dunklee, 

M. D. This chair will consider 
the diseases of the kidneys, ureters and bladder, also the disorders 
of the sexual organs, including venereal diseases. There will be 
two lectures each week, and a large dispensary experience that 
will be valuable to the student. 



Obstetrics. Prof. Emil G. Freyermuth will instruct the 

students in all the principles essential to a thorough 

understanding of the sciencean art of obstetrics. Students will 
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be drilled in the principles of aseptic midwifery, the diagnosis of 
presentation and position, the management of labor, normal and ab- 
normal ; the use of the forceps, and the various obstetric operations. 
Opportunities will be offered members of the Junior and Senior 
classes to witness confinements, and each senior will have charge of 
at least one case from the onset of labor to the end of the puerpe- 
rium, under the direction of the professor of the chair. The course 
in this department will be thorough, practical and complete.

THE College is located on the corner of Park Avenue and Hum- , 
boldt Street. It can be reached from any part of the city 
on either street car system. It is new and complete, well lighted and 
pleasantly heated, situated in the nicest residence portion of the city, 
away from noise and bustle incident to city life, thus giving a 
quiet class room for both professor and student. 

The Laboratories. The laboratories are abundantly furnished 

with suitable and late apparatus and material. 
It is, therefore, well equipped for an exhaustive study of Pathology, 
Chemistry, and Histology. 

Additions have been made to the laboratories of the pathological 
and histological departments, and the student will be taught the 
use of the microscope, and the preparation of tissues for examin- 
ation and preservation. 

Clinical Facilities. We congratulate ourselves on the abund- 

ance of clinical material at our command. 
The Denver Homeopathic Hospital is conducted by the 
College Association. The Faculty compose the Hospital Staff. 
This Hospital is constantly filled with patients, and affords excel- 
lent opportunities for clinical instruction in the principals and prac- 
tice of Homeopathic therapeutics, as applied to medical and surgical 
diseases. 

The Arapahoe County Hospital, located on Sixth Avenue, 
is a large public institution in which medical and surgical clinics 
are held, and which are open to the students of all medical colleges. 
All seniors are required to attend these clinics. This is the general 
free hospital for Denver and Arapahoe County. In it thousands 
of patients are treated annually. It has a capacity of about two 
hundred beds, and furnishes clinical material of every variety. The 
Board of County Commissioners has through its advisory com- 
mittee, appointed a full staff of homeopathic physicians for this in- 
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stitution, and assign a certain proportion of the patients to their 
professional care. 

The Havxn, located at 1148 Broadway, has acccnnmodations 
for a large number of women and children, and furnishes some 
verj' interesting cases. 

The "Belle Lennox" Nursery has a capacity for sixty beds, 
and will furnish the students interesting material for study of the 
diseases peculiar to children. 

The Mothers^ and Children's Home, comer 32nd and Curtis 
Streets, offers facilities for obstetrical experience, and the study of 
infancy and its disorders in their earliest stages. 

Dispensaries. The Uzzell Tabernacle Dispensary is 

located in a densely populated portion of the 
city and furnishes the largest number of cases of all kinds. Here 
the students are in regular attendance, under the care of the staff 
of physicians. This has been a popular place for treatment of the 
sick for years. During the coming year new building will be erect- 
ed, and the needs of the medical departments will be carefully pro- 
vided for. 

The College Free Dispensary is conducted by the faculty in 
the College building. The students will here see the forms of dis- 
ease presented at the following clinics, which are held daily from 
II :oo a. m. to i :oo p. m. : Medical, Surgical, Gynecological, Eye, 
Ear, Xose and Throat, Genito-Urinary, Children's Dermatological, 
Mental and Nervous. 

Library Facilities. The Public Library, corner of Fifteenth 

Street and Court Place, contains many thous - 
ands of volumes upon various subjects, and has, also, a Medic^^l De- 
partment containing a fine collection of text-books, periodicals, etc., 
which is open, free of charge, to all students. 

House Pliysician. An interne is to be selected from the 

graduating class on April 27, 1901, by com- 
petitive examination, to serve one year in The Denver Homeo- 
pathic Hospital^ commencing May i, 1901. The position of in- 
terne at the County Hospital is open to graduates of the college, 
subject to the usual competitive examination.
